Now that the 38 Special is producing RF, I found with the 4.7uH 
choke (standard) my tuning range was from 102 to 120. I changed the 
choke to a 6.8uH, and now the tuning range is 068-113. Coverage 
went from 18kHz to 45kHz! 


Now, the question: I haven't seen anybody with a range this low 
trying to bring it up. The trimmer cap in series with D3 solution 
seems best to me (since it tends to preserve the swing better), but 
the value listed in one post I saw was a 5-45pF. Will this value 
bring mine up that far? (I need to move up 32kHz!). I also have no 
way of measuring these caps, so a way to identify them would also be 
helpful.

I think I pretty well have this circuit worked out in my mind except for the 


D1,D2 switching. I can see on transmit that the signal coming into B, passes 
thru D1 then through R3. The arrows in the schematic are vary misleading but 
I can see that with key-down U2 is enabled to use U3 as the transmit mixer. 


Where I am having trouble is with the receive side. With D2 like it is I cant 
see the signal getting from B to C2. 


Second, there is an uncircled R- at the bottom of D7. I dont quite understand 
the point of D7. Is it to protect the base of TR1 from a voltage being 
generated that is greater than the threshold voltage of D7? 


In the same area I have a note that on pin 11 of U4A there should read 7.3V 
on rcv and 3.5V on xmt. I dont see how that is possible considering the 
presence of C25. What am I missing here?

I'll ask it :)

My wife and I have been looking for land for some time now and 

recently located a 10 acre plot which we currently have under contract. 
She being interested in horses, while I'm into antennas...Yes! The lot 
has trees, trees and more trees! And I've never really taken a fancy to 
the idea of towers or climbing them there ok but not for me!...And 
there's just somethimng classical about wire antennas...So, in the 
center of this lot is a clearing with two 70'+ trees 180' apart in N./S. 
line. At first glance, It looks like I could put up a real nice 80 meter 
dipole feed with open wire line securing the feeders to a short power 
pole (10'-12') to keep the horses from getting tangled in it. Also, 
thought about fanning out a bunch of radials at the base of the feeder 
pole and using the whole antenna plus feeders as a vertical for 160m. Is 
there a better use of this of these supports and spacing???

A lady enters ... 

LADY: “What's that, dear?" 

MANTHING: "My creation! It lives! Bwwwaaahhhahahaha!" 

LADY: "That's nice, dear. Dinner is ready." 

(Fade to Black) 

Yes, folks, the latest 38 Special lives. After numerous calls to 
mouser for parts, trips to radio shack, and countless e-mails, the 
38 Special has good ears and pumps out a whopping 5 watts on the 
dot. Tuning range is from 10.102-10.120 with the 4.9uH choke and no 
RIT mod. 

The final obsticle was the same as the original "no audio" problem. 
A bad pin connection on one of the IC's. In the audio problem, it 


was pin 6 of U5. In the crystal filter case, it was pin 4 of U1. 


So that others can benefit from my mistakes: I originally soldered 


the IC's to the board. After zapping the rig, I figured the IC's 
were shot, and I'd socket them while replacing them. Unsoldering 
IC's isn't an easy task, and in the process, I buggered up these 

particular pins. The holes and the PC trace (in each case) lost 

contact with one another. 


Lesson: Socket the IC's! Unless you are quite confident of your 
abilities in construction, socketed IC's are mandatory, IMHO. 


Mike K1MG provided the primary "breakthrough" when he told me pin 6 
of U5 to ground should be about 900 ohms. I had megaohms! That 
gave me the insight to trace the connections, each and every one, 
from pin 6 of U5 to ground. When the problem with U1 pin 4 came up, 
that was a piece of cake! 


Much thanks to Mike. More thanks to Glen, who held my hand through 
daily, sometimes multiple times per day, e-mail exchanges, and 
encouraged me to debug this one in the first place. I'm deeply 
indebted. 


Now, should I change the choke or not? Ah, why not! 


BTW, used an audio taper pot for tuning. The linear taper pot had 
over 90 deg of rotation covering *xmaybex 3kHz. Audio taper is much 
smoother ...

Hello everyone, 

My first time on this list and I would like to say that I have been 
enjoying much of the comings and goings. Especially liked the debugging 
jobs done by Larry and Mike. 


We in have just had our field day weekend (15/16 March). Known as the 
John Moyle field day in honour of one of our pioneer amateurs it is held 
on the 3rd weekend in March. This was my 4th time and after using 30 - 
100W with my FT-747 and having much success, a change was needed. I 
decided to use QRP mainly becaise the FT-747 is now gone and my only HF 
radio puts out 10W SSB and CW. It is a SHIMIZU DENSHI SS-105 - a rare 
beast, 80-10m, SSB, CW, FM, analogue VFO, single conversion, about the 
size of a shoe box. 

Camp was set up on a small hill on a friend's farm just north of Mt. 
Gambier. Antennas were an inverted V for 80m and 40m using a 5m length 
of timber attached to a 6m extension ladder. The dipoles were set 
perpendicular for extra stability, not necessarily to enhance 
performance. Weather was fair, overcast, mild winds, 18 degrees

Conditions were good on both bands. I contested for the full 24 
hours, operated for 16 hours, and got 2 more contacts than my previous 
best with 1/1oth the power.

T/R switching with PIN diodes offers numerous benefits (e.g. cost 


effective, speed, reliability, silence etc.) and need not be a determinant 
to performance. 


The I in PIN stands for the intrinsic un-doped silicon layer (has very few 
charge carriers to support the flow of electrical current) between the PN 
regions and produces a very slow diode response resulting from charge 
storage. The parameter of interest is the charge lifetime (the period 
required to remove charge from the junction through recombination and 
migration). So far as RF energy is concerned, the PIN diode is a resistor 
whose value depends upon the dc bias current flowing. There are two 
different types PIN diodes (resulting from differences in the doping), One 
is for switching (R high, no bias and R low with bias) and the other is 
used as a current controlled resistor. PIN diodes are used in various 
VHF/UHF applications such as tunable attenuators, limiters, phase shifters, 
AM modulators and switches. 


At lower frequencies the charge lifetime is short with regard to a single 
cycle of RF. The device in this case displays PN junction diode action and 
distortion occurs (non linear diode action). Most PIN diodes are for VHF 
and higher and often perform poorly at the lower end of the RF spectrum. 
Another consideration is that the RF current swing must not deplete the 
charge in the PN junction. To avoid this possibility, the carrier lifetime 
needs a be a least a minimum value at operating frequency which is 
determined by: 


T = RF signal current through the diode / (2 pie x frequency x DC forward 
bias current). 


Although the presence of a PIN structure in the 1N4007 makes it seem 
attractive to some experimenters and manufacturers as a cheap alternative 
to RF specified PIN diodes. However, the 1N4007 was not intended for RF 
switching use and it has been demonstrated that the insertion loss when 
unbiased or reverse biased and the IMD performance when unbiased is 
inferior to RF specified PIN diodes (Ref: Exploring IMD in RF switching & 
tuning diodes, QST 12/94). 


Being penny wise and dollar foolish and/or poor application technique has 
resulted in plenty of egg on face (including some commercial 
manufacturers). The purpose of a T/R switch is to isolate the receiver from 
any RF power (including mismatched conditions) during transmit and to 
provide a low loss, low distortion path during receive. Very high degrees 
of performance and isolation can be achieved through the selection of 
proper devices, circuit configuration (e.g. using series shunt diode 
combination, quarter wavelength sections, reverse bias) and operating 
conditions.

>It had been written that: 


>A PIN diode is built with a special characteristic. It acts like a regular 
>diode, but its response to a rapidly varying signal is very sluggish. 
>Thus, at DC, it looks like any ordinary diode, but at RF AC, it doesn't 
>rectify very well. This is useful for RF switches because we don't want 
>the switch to rectify our RF signal but we do want to be able to control 
>switch conduction with DC currents. The 1N4007 used in the 38S rectifier 
>happens to be built like a PIN diode. 


>So, if we push a few milliamps of DC current through 

>the diode all the time, then add a tiny amount of current from the RF 
>signals coming in off the antenna, the diode will pass those RF currents 
>without much apparent resistance. Add to this the fact that the PIN diode 
>is just too slow to react to RF, and we have what looks to the RF signal 
>like a switch in the closed position. 


> 
>Now, remove the DC current from the diode. No current is flowing and the 
>voltage across the diode is zero. Now apply just a little voltage -- a few 


>millivolts. Almost no current flows because you haven't come anywhere near 
>the sharp bend in the exponential curve. The diode is behaving like a very 
>large valued resistor, since increasing the voltage across it causes only a 
>very small increase in current through it. A very large valued resistor is 
>almost the same as an open switch, preventing signals from passing through 
>it. Therefore, with no biasing current on the diode, the tiny RF signals 
>from the antenna cannot pass through it to the receiver. 

> 

>In the 38S, a few milliamps of DC current are passed through the switch 
>diodes in the forward direction in receive mode. The amount of current is 
>limited by the series resistors R1, R2, and R3. In transmit mode, no 
>current is passed through the diodes. Therefore, in receive, the diodes 
>act like a closed switch, passing signals from the antenna to the receiver. 
> In transmit, the diodes act like an open switch, cutting off signals. 

> 


>"But wait!", the clever person asks, "What about that huge transmit output 
>signal -- many volts of it -- that appears on the antenna side of the 
>switch?" "Won't that cause the diode to conduct, and pass at least part of 
>the signal through to the receiver?" 

> 


>That's why the PIN diode is used. In its normal off-state during transmit, 
>the diode just sits there not conducting. Suddenly, the transmit RF 
>voltage rises at the beginning of the first cycle. The lazy PIN diode is 
>too slow to react, and by the time it notices, the RF sine wave has gone 
>back to zero again. Essentially, the PIN diode is too slow to work like a 
>diode at RF frequencies, so the transmit RF doesn't turn it on very much. 
>It needs some DC current flowing through it to turn on.

These items are still available. Had two people express interest in 
the laptop, but I couldn't work a comfortable deal with either 
individual. If we can't all walk away happy, the deal shouldn't be 
done -- the friendships here are more valuable than equipment 
trades. Net result is the deals got cancelled. 


Several asked how much the laptop was worth. To answer that, I need 
to explain a bit more about the DC input problem: 


As for the DC problem. I've checked the AC/DC supply, and it's 
pumping out 18V as rated. Most of the time the batteries charge (I 
have two -- a NiMH and NiCd), but the NiMH battery is old and about 
shot, and I don't get too much time on it (about 10 minutes max). 
The NiCd was new a year ago, but NiCd are not good for this 
application. I don't know if the NiMH can be reconditioned or not. 
New OEM batteries (from the Toshiba web page) run around $85 or so 
-- I'd think a clone would be cheaper than that, just like handheld 
batteries. 


Bottom line -- I'm not sure what's wrong with the DC input. If I 
have a xreasonablyx charged (i.e., not dead) battery, and boot up 
from the battery, I can then plug in the DC suppy with no impact, 
and go as long as I like. I just can't boot from the DC supply -- 
the DC input light on the case begins flashing green (not good) 
about 1/4 the way through the boot cycle. It also won't boot in the 
"resume" mode. It *xmayx be a diagnostic failsafe of some sort, with 
no significant problem. 


I haven't tried to open the case. I can't really figure out how to 
do so. The DC input is near the joint where the screen connects to 
the main case. I looked at one point at trying, and couldn't find 
enough "screws" to loosen! Of course, I don't have a tech manual (I 
do have all the operating manuals, though). TI haven't contacted 
tech support at Toshiba to get an estimate on the cost. 


I put the value of the computer itself, with modem and carrying 
case, if working perfectly, around $800. I'm deducting $300 from 
that to cover the DC repair and possibly a new battery. Looking to 
get about $500 in cash/trade. Still desire a multi-band QRP/QRO 
rig, and can fudge about 20% or so on the value for something of 
interest (either adding to yours or deducting from mine -- works out 
to around a $400 trade). 


Would also be xvery* interested in a used O'scope -- analog, dual 
trace, with probe. I'd think a 40MHz scope or higher would be about 
right, used. I can even throw in the RS ProbeScope if needed. I 
need to get back more to basics than the ProbeScope. 


So, if you've got a single-signal recieve multi-band QRP rig 
(Sierra, OHR, QRP+) or a spare O'scope with probes laying around, 
and want a laptop for the field (486sx/25MHz/4meg), let me know. I 
think I'm going to keep the Freq. Counter and VTVM with RF Probe 


right now. 


Have to travel to Indianapolis on Monday for a Tuesday interview. 
Can try to arrange delivery along I-65 between Nashville and Indy.
